a linked list, with a first field for storing an 
address to a next record, if one exists, and a 
second field for storing at least a portion of the 
video data in a storage device. 



Writing records for a first video file to a first 
area of the storage device. 
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Reading records for a second video file from a 
second area of the storage device; wherein 
the reading and writing of records can be 
concurrent or not. 



Optionally, synchronizing the writing and 
reading of the storage device. 



Reading records for a first video file from a 
particular track on a first platter of a particular 
cylinder of the storage device. 



Writing records for a second video file to a 
corresponding track on a second platter of the 
particular cylinder of the storage device. 
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Forming one or more records implemented as

Including for a doubly-linked list, a third field in 
each record for storing an address to a 
previous record, if one exists.
